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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 21-32, drawn to a sensing device comprising a micro-electronically 
addressable sensor surface classified in for example, Class 422 subclass 82.02. 

Group II, claim(s) 33, 34, and 36-40, drawn to a method of depositing a pattern of molecules on 
to the surface of a sensor classified in for example, Class 427 subclass 58. 

Group III, claim 35, drawn to a method of sensing a binding event between a recognition 
molecule and an analyte classified in for example, Class 204/403.1. 

1 . The inventions listed as Groups I-III lack unity of a sensing device comprising a micro- 
electronical ly addressable sensor surface, the sensor surface comprising a recognition molecule 
and an activation element selected from the group consisting of an individually addressable 
thermal activation element and an individually addressable electrochemical activation element is 
configured to activate the sensor surface, wherein the recognition molecule is covalently bound 
to the sensor surface, and wherein the sensor is configured to electrically detect or electrically 
sense a specific binding between the recognition molecule and an analyte, this technical feature 
is not a special technical feature as it does not make a contribution over the prior art in view of 
Holm-Kennedy et al. (US Patent 5466348). 

Holm Kennedy et al. teach a method and application for detecting and measuring the presence of 
a binding target material employing a semiconductor device having a receptor-covered surface 
topgate, separated by a dielectric layer from a substrate. Receptors attached to this surface 
exhibit a chemical selectivity function. Binding occurs in a test solution, with charge associated 
with the target material modulating at least one device characteristic. According to the present 
invention, measurement may occur under dry conditions, at a time and location different from 
when binding occurred, thus substantially eliminating problems associated with ionic shielding 
and reference electrodes, so prevalent with prior art wet measurement techniques. Preferably the 
device includes a backgate to which abias may be applied to restore the device's pre-binding 
characteristics. Measurement of the restorative backgate bias provides a signal indicating 
binding of the desired target material. The present invention eliminates the reference electrode 
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commonly found in prior art devices and methods. Beads, conjugates and other objects may be 
used to enhance charge and thus promote sensitivity. Alternatively a distributed channel bipolar 
device may be used as a sensor. Sensors according to the present invention may be batch 
produced and combined in arrays with same or differing receptors to provide rapid 
measurements, including differential and confirmational testing. Such an array may be 
combined with an electrophoresis gel material to provide enhanced sensitivity, real-time analysis 
of drifted charged electrophoresis molecules. 

The shared technical feature of Groups I-III above is therefore not a special technical 
feature as it does not make a contribution over the prior art. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 

listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 

serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 

the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in the loss of right to 
petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which of these claims are readable on the elected invention. 

If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which of these claims are 
readable upon the elected invention. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
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the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
